THE MAYOR WANTS |

Police Commissioner Harry B. Hawes 
and Chief Campbell Say Evidence 
Against ‘“Grafters” Will 
Be Submitted. 


The fight inaugurated by the Post-Dis- 
patch against the “grafters’’ at the Four 
Courts has been taken up by Chief of Po- 
lice Campbell, Mavor Ziegenhein and Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Muivihill, who say that 
they will not stop until a vigorous prosecu- 
tion in the criminal courts has been in- 
stituted. 

Harry B. Hawes, the new vice-president 
of the Board of Police Commissioners, has 
also entered the lists and he promises that 
there will be no let up on the part of the 
Police Department until every ‘“‘grafter’’ 
has been driven from the Four Courts and 
the Police Court has been purified. 

“T have followed the fight begun by the 
Post-Dispatch,” said Vice-President Hawes, 
“and I wish to state that the Police De- 
partment will do all in its power to &6€e 
that the ‘grafters’’ days are speedily end- 
ed. 

“IT propose to make this a personel mat- 
ter, and it shall be my chief aim while I 
shall serve on the Police Board to see that 
this ‘grafting’.and extortion are abolished. 
This resolution is not a new one. I had 
made ‘t befcge the Post-Dispatch furnis ied 
tungible evidence, and “wave us so goed a 
ease to work on, 

“I will say that I have talked to Gov. 
Stephens on this very subject and he heart- 
ily indorses my views.

That settled it. There had to be a fight. 

The men told their friends it was neces- 
sary * them to have it out. Thefr friends

Wednesday night the word was quietly 
passed around that the mill would be pulled 
off at the othouse eariy Thursday morn- 
ing 

The tip was supposed to be a quiet one, 
but it reached nearly everybody connected 
with the yards. 

At 7 o’clock Thursday morning about 200 
men were gathered in the Wothouse. The 
fighters were ther>®.

slugging match. The negr ought vicious- 
ly and saemed to enjoy the punishme nt he 
got. Smith kept a cooler head and did the 
neatest hitting. He was allowed first blood. 
He knocked the negro down twice, but 
each time the black scrambled ‘to his feet, 
tossed his head and went in for more pun- 
is hme nt. 

Before the fight was half over the men 
were both covered with blood. 

The spectators howled their appreciation. 
Those ag had not been let into the game 
heard the commotion and business was sus- 
pended 6 allow everybody a chance to see 
the gory spectacle.

reunds were fought. The negro, in spite of

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1—Gen. H. V. Boyn- 
ton has reported to the War Department 
the conditions existing at Chickamauga. 
The General is particular in his statement 
that “conditions set forth in this report 
are mainly present conditions. It has not 
heretofore fallen within the range of my 
dutiés at this park to make critical ob- 
servations of hospital conditions, although 
o~ a matter of course, many features of 
his division of camp administration ‘have 
ain under my notice. I am constrained 
to believe that there has been no neglect on 
the part of either the Medical or the Quar- 
termaster’s Departments to furnish guch 
suppli¢s as have reached the camp. 

“It would be observed that the report in 
each case had been with reference to the 
maximum number of patients In each hos- 
pital, and &o far as it was possible to ob- 
tain the conditions then existing they are 
ect forth in this report. Undoubtedly there 
have been serious inconveniences and at 
‘times of the greatest crowding those lacks 
of conveniences and full roll of attendants 
which go to make up that painful condition 
of affairs which, as every veteran knows, 
is inseparable from the field hospitals of 
great armies, even when all concerned ex- 
ert themselves to secure the comfort of the 
patients, These are conditions which, in 
times of rapid increase of disease—a condi- 
tion which was reached at this camp sOleiy 
in my judgment from the filth which too 
many of the regimental officers allowed to 
dominate their camps, in spite of the or- 
ders which would have prevented ~all this 
trouble from the Surgeon-General and from 
the commanding officers of this camp— 
create a situation which cannot be imnie- 
' Giately ameliorated. 

“So far from believing, as a result of my 
observations, that medical officers have 
been heartless or negligent, I believe that 
these officers and the hospital attendants, 
as a, whole, have exerted themselves to dis- 
charge their duties faithfully. It would 
seem as if this were sufficiently shown by 
the fact that they have worked unceas- 
ingly until a quarter of the whole foroe 
has itself béen etricken by disease from 
their exhausting labors. 

“In closing, I beg leave to express my 
opinion that most of the interviews with 
chaplains, regimental surgeons and others, 
both officers and men, now appearing at 
the North in many of the newspapers in 
regard to this camp, are reckless and false 
except as to the filthy conditions which 
their own criminal neglect has ‘cauged.”. 

The General finds that the hospitals now 
are in good condition, well equipped with 
doctors, nurses and supplies. He says: 

“For the last. six weeks there has been 
no difficulty whatever in obtaining medi- |} 
cal supplies of every character, The Red 
Cross has mado liberal donations to this 
hospital, and friends in Minnesota have 
sent great quantities of delicacies. The

Slatin Pasha, the Austrian Officer, 
Twelve Years a Slave of the 
Mahdi, Among the Invaders. 


LONDON, Sept. .1—There‘has been a sud- 
den interruption of news from the Soudan. 

It is supposed that a battle is in progress 
between the Anglo-Egyptian forces under 
Gen. Sir Herbert Kitchener, the Sirdar and 
the Dervishes, under the Khalifa, North 
of Omdurman, the Khalifa’s capital. 


LONDON, Sept. 1—The war between the 
Tinited States and Spain has for the time 
caused the world to forget a military ex- 
pedition fully as hazardous and attended 
with many more perils to the lives of its 
soldiers than the invasion of Cuba by the 
Americans and brave assault on and cap- 
ture of the trenches before Santiago. 

At this moment 25,000 British and Egyp- 
tian troops are moving up the Nile under 
the burning sun of Africa te attack an 
army of 70,000 Arabs at Amdurman, where 
the Khalifa with his horde of dervishes is 
waiting to repel the invaders. 

These troops of the Anglo-Saxon race 
have advanced up the Nile over hot sands 
of the desert, under the brilllant leadership 
of Sir Herbert Kitchener, with little loss, 


The force is now 1500 miles from the mouth 
of the Nile, and is almost in the heart of 
Africa. 

Major ~General Archibald Hunter com- 
mands the Egyptian forces, which comprise 
two-thirds of the expedition, and which 
critics now agree form capital fighting ma- 
terial. Major-General William Forbes Gat- 
acre commands the British forces. 

Tis expedition was undertaken more than 
a year ago by the gee and Egyptian 
Governments, not only to ne ong the rich 
and vast domain of the Soudan, taken by 
the Mahdi, but also to punish the natives 
and to avenge the heroic death of Gordon, 

The advance of the expedition from Cairo 
along the Nile has been slow, but consid- 
ering that a railroad has been constructed 
as the columns moved forward, the advance 
up to the present point, now only 40 miles 
from Omdurman, has been rapid, from a 
military viewpoint.

Gordon at Khartoum and was sent to rule 

over Darfur. He was 22 years old, full of 
fire and ambition, with w! pas seemed a bril- 

is 41 vears old 
now. When the Mahdist upbising occurred, 
Slatin tried his beet to hold his province of 
Darfur, and fought many battles to Keep it 
for the Khedive, but finally, with the anni- 
hilation of the army of Gen. Hicks Pasha 
in November, 1883, he .was left isolated 
without hope of succor, while between 
him and Egypt tossed the great black sea 
that had arisen with Its thundering waves 
to wipe out the civilization which had been 
planted on the Upper Nile. 

In December, 1883, he surrendered and was 
thenceforth the slave of the Mahdist ruler. 
Now and again he would be treated with 
favor, and then again be loaded with chains 
and made to lve as meanly as possibie. 
The Khalifa used to like to have him wait 
outside his door in the morning until he 
came out to go to the mosque, and then to 
have Slatin follow along in his train, 


After the death of the Mahdi one of the 
Khalifa’s amusements was to make Slatin 

walk behind his horse as the barbaric po- 
tentate rede through the streets of his new 
builded city of Omdurman, across the Nile 
from the ruins of Khartoum; and as he 
passed along through the multitude he 
would cry out for them to look upon the 
Christian who once ruled over Darfur and 
was now delivered into his hands, 

When Khartoum was taken Slatin was 
living in a hut at Omdurman, heavily chain- 
ed and exposed daily to the insults of the 
mob. After the taking of the city some Der- 

vishes came to him with something rolled 
in a cloth. and, commanding him to stand 
forth, they unrolled euddenly their bundle 
and showe 4 him the gory head of Gordon, 
Afterward he learned how Gordon had dled, 
When Khartoum fell and the Mahdists 
were awarming through the city, Gordon 
came down the stairway of his house and 
demanded the leader of the invaders. He 
was epeared to death where he stood and 
his head cut off to show to the Mahdi. 

One day a man, disguised as an Arab

CAST SLURS AT [EAGLES’ NEST RAIDED, 


CHRIS SCHAWACKER THINKS 
HIS COLORED FRIENDS ARE 
' BEING PERSECUTED. 


POLICE CALL THEM GAMBLERS. 


Judge Peabody Took Their Words for 
It That They Were Exemplary Cit- 
izens and Dismissed the Cases. 


The Eagles’ Nest, made notorious by Eph 
Houston, known everywhere as Chief Eagle, 
and which has recently been flourishing in 
its new location, Second and Valentine 
streets, was raided Wednesday night by 
Policemen Mader and Sears, 

A wagon load of negroes, including Alex 
Wells, the proprietor, was landed at the 
Four Courts. The crowd numbered an even 
dozen. Most of them were hangers-on about 
the saloon, and all are negroes. They had 
been at the Four Courts but a few minutes 
when Chris Schawacker, ward politician, 
appeared with an offer of bond. Of course 
the offer was accepted and the negroes were 


released, 

Thursday morning when the negroes were 
arraigned in Judge Peabody's court, Scha- 
wacker was there with Attorney L. G. Peery 
to represent the defendants. 

Schawacker fancies that he has uncov- 
ered a flagrant exhibition of police persecu- 
tlon—oppression in office, he terms it. 

“The Democratic Police Department is 
attempting to get as many negroes as pos- 
sible in the Workhouse so they cannot take 
part in the coming election,” Schawacker 
declared. 

This is his explanation of why he ap- 
peared on behalf of the Eagles. 

To make sure of his case Schawacker 
employed a stenographer, claiming that a 
transcript of the evidence would establish 
his allegation of persecution: 

It is whispered that Eph Houston, the 
ex-chief Eagle, had something to do with 
precipitating the raid. Ever since Houston 
was dethroned and was forced to do jani- 
tor work for a living, it is claimed he has 
been jealous of Alex Wells, his successor. 

The testimony of the police went to show 
that the Eagles’ Nest is a gambling den 
of the worst type. 

The evidence was entered into very fully, 
each of the 12 negroes being allowed to 
eye testimony. They denied the charge of 
dling and swore that the police told them 
they were to be kept in the Workhouse un- 
til after election so they could not vote 
the Republican ticket.

At the conclusion of the hearing, Judge 
Peabody made a speech. Here are a few 
extracts: 

“The defendants have proven themselves 
to be good, citizens. 

“There seems to have been no provoca- 
tion for their arrest. 

“The defendants are discharged.”

Notwithstanding this verdict there seems 
to be some mystery about the death of the 
old man. He was last seen alive Monday 
afternoon, so far as can be learned. The
